Ootoneer's Jury Recommends More Dieore-
tion for Firemen's Safoty.

RESULT OF THE INQUEST ON JEROME

After Menring Testimony, the Jare Dectdes
that Dravery Cansed e Denth—Cone
Meting Stories About Tostruetions—
Galllgan Charged with Projudice.

Yesterday afterovon at 2 e'clock the cor
onor's jury met to Investignte the denth of
Jorome, also known ns CGivredm, the tireman
who lost his e in the Farnam Streot thon-
tor building

K. L MeFadden, hend janltor of tho
theater, was tho first witness,  Ho safd that
hi worked o little later than usual on Mon
day afternoon, He noticed a hght on the
satope a8 he was loaving the roar of the
theater ana ran toward it,  Saw a firo in the
gialrenso at the southeast corucr of the
sthge aud béfore the house hose could ba
pulied out the whole stoge was in finmes.
As quickly a5 possible he rian to the box
oftles and gave the alirm

The next witness called was Charles A,
Mattsan, 0 member of Chemical company
No. £ NMattson appenred . with his hoad
bandaged.  Ho sadid that he renchod the fivo
AL o guarter to 6 o'clock and  woent on the
pipe. with the vest of his company,  Chief
Ginlligan, he sald, oplered a line of hose up
the ladder, 1 stavted first,” said the wit
ness, “and was followed by Dowuns, Jerome
was shond 6f us and hnd n toreh in lis
hand, Water was  turned on  and wo
played on the fire for & few iminutes
derome witlked deound with a torch, looking
Lo see il there was any chanve to rescue the
buried hosa lnes,  Fhon the floor fell and he
went with It Witness  then desefibed, ns
best he cowld, the way he fell and got  out.
He was stuuding near the west door at the
Fifteenth streot fire escape and wus got
quite as far on tho interior ns the dead fire-
mian,

Chief Galligan nsked the witness who
ordersd bim away from near the dorner of
Fiftoonth and Marnam strects,

“You told us,” was the raply, “to get
away from the corner and move farther
back. Opeof the jurymen then asked tho
witness who gave the order for the mon to
2o up tho lndder,

SChief Gulligan dld, was the answor,
“Ha  was standing near the witer tower
when he gave the oriter. *Come on s0me of
you fellows and take this Hoe up the lndder,
was what hesuid. | pleleed up the pipe and
started, Jerome was just ahend ol us. Wtien
wo got up, Jeromo belpod mo hold the hose,
As e as 1 koow, wo had no ordors from the
chief to come down,  Then the foors fell.?

Un crogg-examinntion by Assistant County
Attorney Troup the witness said that Cap-
tain MeBride of No, 2 hiose company wis up
there and asked if there was uny show of
gotting the novzles off the lines which hind
fallen into the debris,  *“The eaptair walked
bivek, ! said Mavtson, and then 1 livura some
oue say C‘thore she comes,” and then the
crissh came. ™

Attorney Troup asked the witness what
he knew about any porsonal foeling botween
Chief Galligan und Jerome, The nnswer
was that he did not know.

Ordered Up the Laddor.

Franle Flusiclk, auother fireman with his
head done upin plasters and bandages, then
told his story.

“When the alley wall foll,” he sald, *]
heard the chief tell the men 1o be carveful.
Then 1 went to supper.  When I enme  baek
I hieard the ordor, ‘get up that Jadder.! and
Mattson, 't aane, Jim Downs, Fitzpat-
rick and myself got hold of the line and went
up,  1do not know who give the order, but
I think it was the chief. When  the
will went down I went with v and
don’t remember who helped me out. 1 know
that waen we got up there Jeromo and
Lagutenant ltuane were there; the lieu-
tenant sald thers was fire under the stuge
and wanted a stream ©f water. At that
time Ruane was holding the torch and
Jerome was looking into the walls for fire,
When the crash came Jerome was standing
about four feet inside the door, 1 was strocle
on the head by a brick und fell gt tlie top of
the staivs, ™

Dischnrge Foltows Disobodlence.

On cross-examination witness wis asked
what the penalty for (Hsobedicnes of orders
wiis und hie gnswered, “Discharge.” He did
uaob know whetherit was Galligan or Salter
whoordered the line laid in, but e was
sure that there wwas o man with n torch up
thero beforo he started.

The chief then asked the witness if it was
not customary for the truckmen tw go
through o bulding und search for spirks
afrer u thee was supposed to be out. Witness
awnswered in the afvimative,

Sawuel Macieod testified that he wns
fomiline with the vuilding fTvom the time the
foundutions had been laid and that he had
nlways thought the walls unsnfo.

Then came Frank 1. Froom, who lives ot
4215 Burdoetty steeet and works for the
Pacltic Express company. He knew Jeromo
personally ;: hened the order for the men to
goup the lndder, Saw some one up  there
with 4 toreh before the order was given,

1, A. Burabill sain that he was standing
on the west side of Fifteenth street when
the ordor was given o ascena, e didn't
kuow whether Gulligan hag on o black orn
white rubber coat, but he told the jury o lot
of his experiences while serving with the
Red Oak, 1o, volunteer fire departiment, In
speaking abont the orders {ssued witness
claimod that 'Elm chief sald, “Get up there,

Gulhigun's Alleged Prejudice,

Poter M. Back then took the stand, He
suid thot Jerome had told him that Galligan
didn's like him and that they were not on
good terms, and that he expected Galligan
would get him fkeilled before long. Witness
s suid that derome had complained that
the choefl always put him jo places where ho
was likely toget hurt, aud cived the Wake-
ficld fire o8 an insluuce,

Uhurles Petersou, . brother-in-lonw of the
dead man, then went on the stand, Mo suid
thav Jerome hoad often complalned bocauso
Chief Galligan would not transfor him to
some oLher engione house.  The chief, acconl-
ing to the witness, had rofused to trupsfer
him because e wis tho best climber in the
department angd was needed on thio big track,
Witness thon offered o evidence an aftidavit
diawn on June W of this  yedr and
sworn Lo by Jerowe on the 14th of July be-
fore W. O, Kelly, o noteary publie,  In this
document he swiears thut on or abuut tho
Wih of June Cluel Galllgun called at engine
house No. 3 nud sbused bim bofomse the other
wen, aud nwong othoer things saying: 1
have it dn for you, 1 will getv you and some
wore in this house sooner or liuter.”  Potor-
s0n testited thit the signature to this pppor
wis that of his brovher-in-law,

CENTRAL SCHOOL SQUABBLE,

Controversy Over Constrdetion Dovelops
Suvarnl Interesting Festures.

The coutroversy innugurated by Dr,
Duryea's communication concerning  the
Contral school buildiog nnd other matters
pectaining to the public school system still
continues to fizz to a grenter or less degroe,
the blnekbonrd question being uppermaost of
the minor matters. It is claimed by De.
Duryea and others, including sSuperintond-
entof Buililings Muacleod, that the black-
bourds  purchased by the committee on
buildings and property for use in the uew
sehools are very inferior and not at sll what
should be furnished.

Mr. Macleod elnims that they arve made of
what he terms “filled slave,” by which he
means & slite, the surface of which has been
dressed with some substance which tills the
pores and glves the siate a dark, smooth
finish  which does not belong to nutural
slute, This finish, Mr, Macleod says, will
wear off in the course of a short time, leav-
ing tne surfico rough and white, the slate
so dressed, he maintains, being of inferior
quality and not nearly as lasting ns n first
quality of natural slate,

It is further complained that thoe slntes
furnisbed sre improperly cut, and that the
edges, when set, are not uniform, the result
being that they have o be planed down so
as to eved thom, and when this is done the
ecldges of the sintes, on thelr surluces, are
rough and gray, and tdre out of harmony
with the remainder of the surfiee,

I'he contrnet for furnishing siate for the
blavkboards at the Franklin, West Omaha,
Windsor and Central schiools was awarded
July 8 to . L., HBerkmeyer, us the western
representative of the Washington  Slute
company, ut theprice of 204, cents per sl linre
foor, which was by far the lowest ind made,
the committes cluims. It is added that the
slates supplied art of excellent quullty and
largo size.

Morris Morrison; chairman of the commit-
tee on bulldings ana property, in speaking of
the matter of the bluckbonrils, snid;

1 do uot see how  any oue  can Hnd fault
with those slates or with the commitioo for
buying them, True  encugh, they are
filled® as Mr. Macleod  says, but what of
that?  Itis an estublished fact that slite, so
dressed, Is fur superior to the undressed
artivie, and that it will hold its finish and
give far bobter sutisfuction inevery way
thun the other, Woerover the undressed
slute Is inuse in the schools here it his been
found far less sutisfuctory, As to the mat-
ter of saiting the bourds, that is a minor
detail, and ean be fixed so that there will be
very hittle, if*any, troublo with them."”

Supoerintendent itepatrick  corvoborated
Lthe stutements made by Mr., Morrison us to
the relative morits of the two kinds of
slites,

One  member of the board, who has
hud his  attection  ealled w the
mitters under discussion more than
once, nonounced that bhe  was  tired of
it, and that in his opinion the  insig-
pifleance of the causes mude the argument
ridieulous.  *“T'he faot 18, he saild, “that it
has all been engenderad by the personal
fecling entertained for each other by two
prominent smployes of the board, "As it
stands, however, here is the situation in o

thinks Hu secs the hapdwelting on the wall,
nnd wants Mr, Latensor's s dp nevordingly,
if e can get it, Om the othor hapd, the
Initer vresents what he considers undue in-
terferonee in his afliafrs on the sart of the
